Mr. Clyde R. Hirst, Supervisor of 
Miscellaneous Resistor Assembly at 
Brown Street, has been named winner 
of the $25.00 prize for best de¬ 
fining "What is a Capacitor?" The 
prize was of.ered by Mr. Julian K. 
Sprague, President, to the graduates 
of the first “Elements of Radio" 
course. Mr. Hirst has temporarily 
been assigned to the Kingston Division, 
Kingston. New York. 

Mr. Hirst’s definition of "What is a 
Capacitor?” is: "A capacitor is an 
electrical component used in almost all 
types of electrical equipment. It is 
used to store energy and regulate 
current flow. 

"Mechanically, it is two or more 
conductor plates that are connected 
into an electrical circuit. These plates 
may be of metal, foil or some suitable 
conductive material and are separated 
from each other by a non-conductive 
material which may be merely an air 
gap in some types of capacitors but in 
most cases consists of mica or some 
suitable non-conductive material 

"The total area of the plates, rela 
tion of distance apart and the non-

"It is unique in the job it performs 
in the electrical circuit, such as radio 
or television, but not necessarily used 
in just these two mentioned. 

"Its three main functions could be 
expressed by the following: 

"I. Instant voltage ready for use 
when wanted. It stores up this voltage 
energy according to its rated capacity. 

"2. A ready conductor for alternat¬ 
ing current. Even though there is not 
physical union of the plates conducting 
the current, due to its nature, alternat¬ 
ing current appears to flow thru the 
capacitor. 

”3. It will block direct current. 
Once a voltage is impressed on the 
plates of the capacitor, it remains in a 
static state and can only be discharged 
by reversing the current direction. 

"Thus a capacitor holds energy 
ready for use, allows one type of 
current to flow and blocks another."

Their paper, entitled "Series Reson¬ 
ant Circuits for Carrier Trapping of 
Resonant Taps”, described a "simple 
and inexpensive way of overcoming the 
effects of resonant taps on distribution 
systems” for electric power.

Recently the Company began work 
on a new 50,000 square foot plant 
in West Jefferson, North Carolina. 
This plant expects to start operations 
in November with a goal of 250 em- 
ployes.

The Year Without a Summer 


Freaks in the weather have forever 
been a subject of interest. Recently, 
information has come to light that the 
year 1816 was a year without a summer. 
A clipping from the Elizabeth, N. J., 
Pioneer of forty four years ago refers 
to the freak year as follows: 

“January and February, 1816, were 
warm and spring like. March was 
cold and stormy. Vegetation had 
gotten well under way in April, when 
real cold weather set in. Snow and 
sleet fell on seventeen different days in 
May. In June, there was either frost 
or snow every day but three. July 
was cold and frosty. August was 
worse, for ice formed nearly an inch in 
thickness and killed every green thing 
in the United States. In the spring of 
1817, corn, which had been kept over 
from 1815, sold from $5 to $10 per 
bushel for seed only.” 

Once Robert Ripley published a 
cartoon entitled, “The Earth Shaker”, 
giving the following facts: “The erup¬ 
tion of Mr. Temboro, Dutch East 
Indies, blew fifty cubic miles of dust 
into the air, killing 66,000 people and 
clouding the skies all over the earth. 
Qrops refused to ripen; trees bore no 
fruit; cattle froze in the fields. As a 
result, 1816 is ‘the year without a 


summer . 

The phenomena of 1816 were further 
told in the Yorkshire, S. C., Enquirer: 

“January was so mild that most 
people allowed their fires to go out, and 
did not burn wood except for cooking 
February was not cold. March was 
windy, April came in warm, but as the 
days grew longer, the air became colder, 
and by the first of May there was a 
temperature like that of winter. The 
young buds were frozen stiff, and ice 
formed half an inch thick upon the 
ponds and rivers. Corn was killed, 
and the cornfields were planted again 
and again. When the last of May 
arrived in 1816, everything had been 
killed by the cold. 

“June was the coldest month ever 
experienced in this latitude. Frost and 
ice were as common as buttercups 
usually are. All fruit was destroyed. 
Snow fell ten inches in Vermont. 
July came in with snow and ice. On 
the Fourth of July, ice was a quarter- 
inch thi^k throughout New England. 
To the surprise of all, August proved to 
be the worst month of all. “There was 
great privation, and thousands of 
people would have perished in this 
country had it not been for an abund¬ 
ance of game.”

When one of your lace tablecloths 
begins to show its age. dye it for use 
on a holiday table gay yellow or 
orchid for Easter or May Day. red 
for fourth of July or Valentine's, or 
dark green for Christmas. A twenty- 
five cent package of dye will do the 
job nicely. Starch the cloth lightly 
and put it on your curtain stretcher 
while it is wet. You'll be amazed at 
how fresh it looks after this dye-and 
starch treatment. 

When you take cookies or a cake to a 
neighbor, or to a friend who is ill, put 
your gift on a fancy paper plate, with 
or without a paper doily. It looks 
attractive, yet spares your friend the 
obligation of returning a plate a point 
a sick person especially, will appreciate. 
Keep a package of the decorative 
paper plates on hand for just such i 
emergencies. 

To keep a meat loaf moist, and to 
add an interesting flavor, use corn¬ 
flakes instead of bread or cracker 
crumbs when mixing it. Crush a 
handful of the flakes to sprinkle over 
the top too. 

Cut slices, about J-inch thick, from 
a cellulose sponge and place them in 
the bottom of soap dishes in both 
kitchen and bathroom.
